Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-32,34-42,44-48,50-55,57-64,66-97,99-104,106-110,113, and 119 are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon review of the 
secondary considerations of the declaration of substantial commercial success and unexpected 
results, the examiner agrees that the features of the smaller diameter shaft having threads with a 
lower pitch and larger diameter shaft having threads with a greater pitch distinguish the claimed 
instant invention from the prior art.
